I am inclosing a brief outline and description of an Air Blitz 
Unit that some of our thinkers here have been wor on for the past month. 
If the unit can be set up and tested, the whole program of operations is al- 
ready planned in detail and ready to go, This skinned down unit consists of 
& squadron of P-39's, one squadron of B-25's, and two tramspert squadrons, an 
airdrome defense unit with 12 cal. .50 machine guns, and the aircraft warning 
unit with two portable derazes, manned by a total complement of only 503 of- 
ficers and enlisted men. 


While the Middle East may not be the main theater now, sooner 
or later I feel we will need something of this king there ich is capable of 
operating on its own in sparsely settled countries like N h Africa, Iran and 
Iraq, where the slecting of terrain from the air which is sou enough for op- 
erations is a comparatively easy matter, In more difficult country, the prob- 
lem could be taken care of by parachuting a small detachment to clear the run- 
way. 
. °° 
I believe that now is the time to check up om the capabilities 

of such a unit, amd the desert country from Muroc to Tonopah affords an ideal 
training ground. If you can spare a squadron of P-30's ami a couple of trans- 
port squadrons for a month when we get our B-25's out here, the 4th Air Force 
can run the test in addition to our other duties, The training that these 
units would get could not be duplicated anywhere else in this country, and it 
would certainly show whether or not our Pilots and mechanics can take it. Only 
hardened and healthy disciplined men can do this job, May be it would be a 
good thing for us to find out now how many transports it would take to fly the 
weaklihgs back home before we have to find out in a real theatre. After this 
initial test is over, I would like to seo it pitted against a desert armored 
force to see what they got out of it, I know you are hard pressed for air- 
planes, but if you can spare them and want to try thing out, I will be 
glad to go to work on it, .

Suitable airdromes are needed to sustain any operation 
of importance. General Godfrey ts now working on the air-borne

Although I heartily concur in your recommendation, it 
is absolutly impossible at this time to divert the necessary 
pursuit and transport squadrons for this purpose. I hope that, 
as more aircraft become available, conditions will permit us to 
conduct extensive operational tests and I request that you continue 
thinking and planning along this line. Its importance cannot be 
overestimated, .

MEMORANDUM FOR THE CHIEF OF THE AIR STAFF: 


Subject: Basis for Assignment of Combat Crews per 
Airplane. 


1. The proposed policy contained in the attached Memo- 
randum from the Director of Military Requirements apparently has 
been drawn without consideration of certain practical aspects of 
the problems involved. 


2. Each combat unit, containing within its framework 
a tactical reserve of aircraft and personnel, is designed to per- 
form a definite tactical mission within its battle life. When that 
mission has been performed within the limitations of personnel and 
materiel provided in approved Tables of Organization, the unit should 
be withdrawn and another committed to action in its place. Every 
tactical organization must be so planned and so constituted that it 
can perform its normal military mission. If the Tables of Organiza- 
tion are adequate to enable the unit to so perform its mission, then 
the demand of theatre commanders for an augmentation of combat crews 
over the normal allotment of one crew per airplane is the expression 
of- a desire to extend the battle life of the unit beyond that for 
which the unit was designed. The net result of such artificial . 
extension of unit battle life will be a replacement rate both in 
materiel and personnel perhaps 50% greater than any heretofore con- 
templated. Every facility of the Army Air Forces will be pressed 
to the limit to meet the current program as augmented within the 
time allotted. The additional demand for combat crew personnel 
cannot be met without a drastic and probable highly undesirable 
increase in training establishments and resultant overhead. 


3. It is sound military doctrine to commit air units in 
accordance with a well drawn plan so that-effective air power may 
be continuously, rather than spasmodically, applied to the enemy. 
It is likewise sound military doctrine to withdraw units as a whole 
from combat for rehabilitation and rest. 


4. If the sole purpose of the proposed crew and a half 
per assigned aircraft is to extend the battle life of the unit, it 


eo > 


should not be-favorably considered. Approval of such an extension 
can only result in a legion of men without hope; men who know that 
they are to remain committed until they become casualties. 


5. A better approach to the problem of continuously 
applying air power would be the activation of a larger number of 
smaller units so that rest and rehabilitation periods can be made 
available to units as a whole, and that wit integrity may be pre- 
served with consequent high esprit de corps. In action such es that 
at Midway, all personnel can be worked to the limit of their endurance 
for the relatively short period of time involved. In a theatre of 
continuous operations such as the European theatre, the soundness of 
unit replacement and rehabilitation cannot be ignored.

1. Attached hereto is a statement of estimated 
loss replacements required in the several theatres 
of operation. The several directors have indicated 
that they expect to be able to meet these require- 
ments without interference with the Operational 
Training Units, except that loss replacement crews 
for medium and light bombardment will have to be 
withdrawn from OTU's until September, and heavy bon- 
bardment crews will not be available until November 
from combat crew replacement training installations. 
However, combat crews of this latter category are 
being assembled and given approximately six weeks 
training at Sebring in sufficient quantities to meet 
demands rior to November. 


2. In the event unforeseen circumstances make 
it impossible to meet these requirements without 
furtner interference with the OTU program, a command 
decision wili be required as to priorities. In this 
connection, the War Department requires first priority 
for loss replacements in the Southwest Pacific and 
Asiatic theatres.

Commanding General, Army Air Forces. 


1. Reference is made to letter to the Commanding General, Army 
Air Forces, dated July 25, 1942, File SPSHO 320.2 - Signal Platoon, 
subject as above, copy of which is attached hereto as enclosure 1. 


2. Inspection of the units listed in enclosure 1 disclosed 
that, although they had their full complement of men, they were not 
qualified to fill the specialist classifications called for by the 
Tables of Organization. Since the Ammy Air Forces were not able to 
furnish the required specialists, the Signal Corps took immediate 
action to transfer personnel from sources under its control. Such 
action provided the units with individually trained personnel but 
wes not able to provide for unit training. 


3. In an effort to ascertain probable demands that may be 
placed om the Chief Signal Officer for trained personnel and equip- 
ment for Signal Corps Units, the Chief Signal Officer has main- 
tained close liaison with the Task Force Section of the Program 
Planning Unit, the Directorate of War Organizations and Movements, 
the Directorate of Commmications, and with the Operations Divi- 
sion, War Department, General Staff. This liaison has clearly 
shown that units have been scheduled for overseas shipment a 
few weeks after the date of their activation, and prior to a date 
at which any program of training could be completed. Units were 
selected for shipment overseas which were seriously deficient in 
both personnel and equipment. The condition in the latter case 
is frequmtly due to the failure of the Commanding Officer of 
the unit to requisition properly the shortages in personnel and 
equipment.

When the seven fifty first, and seven fifty third Signal Platoons Air 
Depot Groups arrived in England their complement included no trained officers 
or men. These units have now been redesignated as the nim hundred eighth and 
nine hundred fifteenth Signal Companies Aviation. It was found that a4 great 
proportion of the personnel was not suited for duties performed by Signal 
Companies Aviation and insufficient time was available for them to be trained 
to do such work. Eight AF ¥ seven naught J one, signed SPAATZ. We have 
information available here that the seven fifty sixth, seven fifty eighth, 
seven fifty ninth and seven sixtieth Signal Platoons Air Depot -Groups are 
scheduled for shipment to this theatre in August. We therefore make an 
urgent request that these units be filled with trained personnel suited 
for the technical work they are to do and that no basics be sent. We also 
request that all trained officers allotted for the ninehundred eighth and 
nine hundred fifteenth Signal Companies Aviation also be forwarded in August. 
At the present time only one officer has been provided for the Ground Air 
Support Command and no signal officers are now here for duty with the Air 
Service Command. It is evident that the present Tables of Organization do 
not -provide for sufficient signal cryptographic, message center, and 
administrative officers to serve all of the Air Force headquarters. We also 
urgently request that provisions be made at once to order to the Eighth Air 
Force by air thirty Signal officers of company grade to be allotted to duties

"2. The functions established by the above diroctives are hereby 
rade the responsibility of the First, Second, Third, and Fourth ‘ir 
Forces, for units and crows trained within respective Air Forces. 


"S. It is directed that the First Concentration Command complete 
the final preparation and delivery to the Air Transport Comrand, only 
of the units now assigned to AFSCC for this purpose. 


“4.° The CG AFSCC will forward to this headquarters immediately

"6. It is directed that the CGs of the Second and Third Air Forces 
take immeciate steps to comnlete the training and equipment of units and 
crews within their respective Air Force, cestined for theaters outsides 
the continental United States necessary to insure their sefe movement to 
smecified theaters. The CG of the Second and Third Air Forces will be 
held strictly responsible and accountable for all accessories, c luipwens, 


and individual equipment for crews, the prover condition of the 
sirplanes and state of training of crews upon their denarture for any 
overseas theater. The equipment and personnel of ontts an@ rorlace- 
rent crews shich will fly to thenters outside the continertal linite 
of the United Statcs will be turned over to the Air Transport Command 
for final briefing for overseas movercnt. 


"7. In oase the Air Transport Commend in final bricfing finds 
thet airplenes or crews are unsatisfactory in training or oquinment 
for overseas movement, immediate report will be submitted to the 
Cosranding General, Army Air forces, for decision as to action to be 
taken.”
